Get Payments 
Under Program 



Princes* , Anne — The local 
ASCS Office made payments to 
farmers of Virginia Beach oE 
$245,790.00 for land diversion 
and price support under the 1964 
wheat and teed grain programs 
through Friday, August 21. 

Twenty-six farms remain to 
be paid, for another 24,570.00, 
which will make a total earned 
of $270,360.00 on 237 farms this 
year. The total figure earned 
represents payment for divert- 
ing 4981 acres, and a price-sup- 
port payment on 3783 acres of 
com and wheat grown on par- 
ticipating farms. 

Both the wheat and corn pro- 
grams, which, are entirely volun- 
tary in an effort to reduce sur- 
pluses of the two crops, will be 
in effect in 1965. Wheat allot- 
ment notices have been sent out 
lor next year's crop, and those 
wishing to participate can do sc 
by signing a contract in the 
ASCS Office anytime before 
Oct. 2. They will then receive a 
price-support payment for grow- 
ing within their allotment, and 
if they also sign up to participate 
in the corn program, they can 
substitute corn and wheat acre- 
ages within the limits of both 
crops. 

It is not necessary to partici- 
pate in both programs to be elig- 
ible for either ot the two; Those 
not signing for the wheat pro- 
gram may grow as much wheat 
as they wish, but will not receive 
a price-support payment, on 1 
" .be ,fjf*e*<il 
Tor market 
price, and will stil be eligible to 
take part in the cord program, 
signup for which will start Bob. 
8, 1965.

PLAZA — The Princess Ann 
Plaza Volunteer Fire Company's 
annual fund drive is nearing 
completion and Fire Chief B. E. 
"Red" Todd reports that re- 
sponse has been very good. 

Funds collected have resulted 
in the purchase of a salvage 
truck which is being equipped 
for providing emergency service 
of all kinds.

Both fireman and ladies from 
the auxiliary are taking the 
course, which wip carry through 
advanced first aid.

In providing this opportunity 
for scientifically minded school 
students, the Navy hopes to sti- 
mulate creative interests and 
abilities. Cruisers have occasf 
ion to see practical applications 
of science, engineerng and math- 
ematics as utilized in today's 
armed forces. 

During the Cruisers' stay in

"The Democrats did every- 
thing they could to adjust their 
views to coincide with the south," 
Kellam? said. "All you have to do 
is look at our civil rights plat- 
form. If the Republicans have a 
stronger civil rights platform 
than the Democrats, I would like 
to know where it is." 

Kellam still contends that the 
Democrats can carry Virginia 
despite the fact that Sen. Hum- 
phrey, who alienated much of the 
south by backing the civil rights 
bill, is running as the vice presi- 
dential candidate. 

"Outside of his civil rights 
vote," Kellam said, "Humphrey 
has been voting with the south." 
The Mississippi delegation's 
walk-out and refusal by some to 
sign a loyalty oath gained no 
fayor with the Virginia delega- 
tion and other southern groups, 
Kellam said. 

''They ( Mississippi^) were 
mostly Goldwater men who knew

cils scratched, Tunnel Commis- 
sion Chairman Lucius Kellam 
presented the keys to the snack 
bar concessionaire Jay Bender. 

Both the snack bar and the 
fishing pier will be open 24 
hours a day-r-so it's anyone's 
guess just what Bender will do 
with those keys. 

Also known as Thimble 
Shoals Channel Island, the south 
island will provide parking space 
for 200 cars. To fish here one 
must pay the regular fare of $4 
for car and driver plus 85c for 
each passenger over six years 
old. Then there's a $1 fee per 
person to fish. 

Standing 25 feet above water 
30 to 40 feet deep, the pier is 
already becoming popular with 
fishermen. The catfh so far has 
been mostly spot. . 

The pier got a good plug 
when thousands of TV viewers 
and newspaper readers saw the 
monstrous, flounder pulled in by 
Kellam. This was the first fish. 

Ray Bateman of Chesapeake 
caught the first live fish, how- 
ever. It was a small spot. Kel- 
lam's fish was long dead. 

"Why " sure fie was dead," 
said Kellam. "I took so long in 
pulling him in that he choked to 
death!" 

And so the pier opened — fish, 
fishermen, fish stories, and all. 




Rules nf the Road 

Just as there are rules and regulations governing automobile 
traffic on our highways, there are also certain rules and regulations 
which govern the action of vessels while they are in the proximity 
of other vessels. The purpose of these rules is to reduce the likeli- 
hood of collision and where they are violated the courts will impose 
responsibility for whatever damage may result. 

All small craft oj>erators should he familiar with the "rules* 
applicable to the locality in which the particular boat is being opev* 
ated. It is just as foolhardy to operate a boat without knowing the 
"rules" as it is to attempt to drive an automobile without under- 
standing the traffic system. ' 

Small boat operators are urged to temper the use of the "rules" 
with common sense and courtesy. Small l>oats are much more man- 
euverahle than larger commercial vessels and do not require as much 
depth of water for safety. Keep out of the way of large craft and 
tow Ixiats. You may have the right of way but they are difficult to 
handle and rather than run the risk of piling up they may run you 
down. DO NOT cross close under the bow or stern o{ such craft. 
Avoid passing too close to buoys or other aids to navigation. 
The current may set you down and cause a collision before you can 
prevent it. Also remernlier that every buoy is moored to the bottom. 
Do not get your propeller fouled in the mooring chain. 

Many boatmen study piloting and navigation and this study is 
one that every boatman should take up for his or her protection.

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The "Tourist Gap

Financial columnist Sylvia Porter writes, 
"The 'tourist gap'— the difference between 
what we Americans spend for trave^abroad 
and what foreigners spend for travel m 
the U. S.-will be the worst in history this 
year." 

That is one of the serious and trouble- 
some aspects of our long-standing balance 
of payments problem). The "gap" is ex- 
pected to pass me $1 .6 billion mark. 

That doesn't mean that foreigners aren't 
eager to see this country. They are— and the 
number coming here has substantially in- 
creased. Various factors— such as the New 
York World's Fair and reduced overseas air 
feres-^will spur that trend. Even so, the 
huge "gap" will remain. 

Miss Porter suggests a number of possi- 
ble solutions. One is for American business- 



men to urge that more international gather 
ings be held In this country instead o 
abroad where the great bulk of them %t% 
held now. Another is for Interested govern- 
mental and private agencies to step up 
their appeals to foreigners to see our coun- 
try. And still another, In her words, Is mil- 
"As travelers, we can pour dollars into the 
plus instead of the minus side of the inter- 
national payments balance sheet simply b< 
choosing American planes and boats u 
take us abroad. Today only 49.8 per cen' 
of us use our own airlines and ships. In con 
trast, 80 per cent of European travelers use 
foreign carriers."

Water Needs 
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Virginia eased what wu feared by many as 
jf's 88 days of drought. 
i *#hally came, crop* were still hurt badly, for 
the: 1964 drought was more stroofly felt during / the growing season 
than during the same period last year. 9 

It is in these periods of critical water shortage that man begins 
to take this important fundamental of life less for granted. 

He begins to be more conservative in his use of water — less 
watering the lawn, less washing the car. 

But his conservatism tends to last only Until the rains come 
and the grass is greener, the shrubbery taller. 

Droughts are breeding periods of rumors that the future will 
not be so rich with water. 

.Geologists and cUmatologists often express fear that the ex- 
panding population and increasing water uses are going to sap our 
water resources until finally restrictions will be necessary. 

But while wasting water is frowned upon, Donald Wallace, 
engineer-in-charge of Virginia's water resources, says that Virginia 
is* not as deficient in water as many reports indicate. 

Virginia has periods of abundant rainfall-roftentimes an over- 
abundance. But because of undeveloped means of water control 
the overabundance does net compensate for water shortages. 

Some months of the year will experience rainfall above normal 
while other months will have rainfall below normal. This means 
that a year of average of normal rainfall can have both periods of 
flood and severe drought. 

So Virginia's water problem is not necessarily one of deficiency. 
A greater problem is one of impounding water in times of plenty 
for times of need. 

And water needs are increasing rapidly. Domestic uses have 
grown from a few gallons per person per day 30 years ago to 150 
to 300 gallons per day now. 

One example is indoor bathrooms. Thirty- five year* ago, when 
Virginia was predominately rural, homes often did not have an 
indoor bathroom. Many now have two or more bathrooms. 

Rural uses have also gone up. Irrigation is a big factor in 
farming. The trouble here, Wallace says, is that the far overs irrigate 
when the water table is at its lowest point. 

Industrial uses have greatly increa c Ttl, too. For example, 
Wallace points out that one chemical plant may use as much water 
as the whole city of Richmond — about 35 million gallons per day. 

It takes about 65,000 gallons of water to produce one ton of 
steel, 150,000 gallons for 1,000 pounds of rayon, and 80,000 gallons 
to reftne 100 barrels of oil. 

The state of Virginia consumes an approximate total of three 
billion gallons of water a day, Wallace says. 

He points out that it is not necessary to have three billion 
gallons on hand at one time. Water is re-purified over and over.

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FLOODING HERE 
CLAIMS LIVES AND 
PROPERTY DAMAGE 



VIRGINIA BEACH — The 

so-called death throes of Hur- 
ricane Cleo were anything but 
inconspicuous Monday night as 
unprecedented rains brought 
flooding,, destruction and loss of 
life to the Tidewater area and 
especially Virginia Beach. 

Like the March 7, 1962 storm, 
which caused severe damage to 
ocean front properties, the Mon- 
day night downpour came unex- 
pectedly and gave residents no 
time for precautionary measures. 

Dozens of volunteer firemen 
and rescue workers worked all 
through the night Tuesday to 
evacuate families stranded in 
their homes by high water. 
- Such a rescue resulted in the 
death of an Aragona Village 
woman and the volunteer fire 
chief who was attempting to aid 
her and the hospitalizing of the 
woman's husband. 

Dead were Davis Corner Fire 
Chief H. Vernon Wilson, 43, of 
5342 Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
and Mrs. Stella Mae Forehand, 
40, of Olive Grove Lane. 

Both were overcome ©y car- 
bon monoxide fumes while sit- 
ting in a rescue truck about 3:30 
a.m. Tuesday. 

With them in the truck was 
Mrs. Forehand's husband Demp- 
sey T. Forehand, who was also 
unconscious but is reported in 
"fairly good" condition at Nor- 
folk General Hospital. Doctors 
said Wednesday he had not 
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Chief Wilson was 6ne of three 
volunteer firemen to answer a 
call about 2:30 a.m. Tuesday 
from several families needing as- 
sistance in the North Aragona 
Village area where water was 
about five feet deep. 

Their half-ton salvage trucJt, 
towing a boat and trailer, stalled 
in deep water near the intersec- 
tion ot Bayshore Road and Ara- 
gona Boulevard. Two of the 
men left Wilson with the truck 
and continued on by boat. 

They returned the Forehands 
to the truck and went back after 
other stranded families. 

During their absence a Thalia 
Volunteer Fire Department 
truck attempted to tow Wilson's 
truck and it too stalled. A City 
Highway Deparment dump 
truck joined the other two ve- 
hicles. 

The dump truck hooked onto 
the stalled trucks and began to 
pull. The driver, for some rea- 
son, stopped and went back to 
check die Davis Corner vehicle. 
He found the three slumped in 
the cab. The motor was running, 
he later told police, so appar- 
ently Wilson had been abie to 
start the truck when it reached 
shallow water. 

' James Roach, who succeeds 
Wilson as head of the Davis 
Corner group, said later that he 
believes the fumes may have 
come from one of the two trucks 
and entered the cab through air 
vents in the front of the vehicle. 
Official word on the exact 
cause of the double tragedy has 
not yet been released. 

Rescue units were checking 
out a possibe drowning Wednes- 
day afternoon as this paper 
went to press. 

A spokesman said a woman 
called in Wednesday morningl 
to report that she had seen * 
teen-age youth trying to cross 
Rudee Inkt. A minute later be 
was gone, she reported, and 
feared drowned. 

Helicopters aad rescue units 
were combing the area ail 
through the day attempting to 
learn more about die report 
There were no reports of missing 
youngsters, 

Flooding throughout the city 
was intensive, especially in the 
housing developments of Ara- 
gona Village, Princess 
Plaza but it extended into 



areas also. Deep water was 
standing in Thoroughgofx), 
North Virginia Beach, Ocean 
Park, Kempsville and other 
sections of the city. 

Virginia Beach Boulevard 
became a lake filled with boats 
and even a few surfboards. The, 
wont areas were ai the inter- 
section near Pine Tree Inn, 
where a gas station attendant 
was seen filling a rootorboat's 
gas can, and between Chinese 
and Davis Corners. 

Some of the roads suffered 
dangerous wash-outs. A large 
area of Great Neck Road near 
Southern Points washed * w &y 
and about 20 feet of Providence 
Road near Woodstock School 
was gone. 

Twelve families in Princess 
Anne Borough were left home- 
less. The 50 people, ranging in 
age from Ave weeks to 76 yean, 
were taken to Seaboard Elemen- 
tary School where, at this print- 
ing, they are stiU being cared for 
by the Virginia Beach Unit of 
the American Red Cross. 

"They have no housing fa- 
cilities other than those the Red 
Cross is providing," a spokes- 
man said. 

Because of the contamination 
that follows such flooding, the 
Health Department set up a ty- 
phoid clinic at the Alan B. 
Shepard Civic Center Wednes- 
day morning. 

targe crowds of people took 
advantage of the clinic and came 
m droves to the center. The Na- 
vy donated about 35,000 doses 
of typhoid serum for the clinic. 

The Health Department, also 
issued warnings to residents of 
flooded areas that have wells 
and septic tanks underwater to 
either boil drinking water for 
five minutes or us 10 drops of 
ordinary household bleach )jo 
one gaHon of water. 

Parents were urged to keep 
children out of all drain ditches, 
not only because of the danger 
of drowning but because the 
water might well be contamin- 
ated. 

There is still much discrep- 
ancy among bureaus in the area 
as to exactly how much rain fell 
in the 24-hour period, starting 
at 8 a.m. Monday and ending 
Tuesday at 8 a.m.

LYNNHAVEN — The long- 
awaited Lynnhaven Bay and In- 
let dredging project hurdled the 
last obstacle Monday when Pres- 
ident Johnson signed a $4.4-bil- 
ron public works bill that pro- 
vides federal funds for thc pro- 
ject. 

Also included in the bill was 
a $125,000 reimbursement to 
Virginia Beach for its sand re- 
plenishment program. 

The Lynnhaven project, 
which has had many obstacles 
thrown in its way since its con- 
ception about five yean ago, 
has been spearheaded by Con- 
gressman Thomas N. Downing. 

One of the biggest hurdles 
was the presence of the MSX 
factor in Chesapeake Bay. This 
was overcome when the Fish and 
Wildlife Service of the U. S. .De- 
partment of the Interior sub- 
mitted a report to the Army 
Corps of Engineers stating that 
improved oyster grounds, along

with control measures, would 
probably decrease the disease's 
effect on oysten. 

The project is mainly de- 
signed to increase oyster produc- 
tion as weH as provide better 
channels and shore facilities for 
pleasure craft and fishing boats 
through Lynnhaven Inlet and 
Bay. 

Navigation has long been 
hampered into the Inlet from 
Chesapeake Bay by shallow 
waten. 

The second big blow came 
early this year when President 
Johnson omitted the project 
from his 1965 ) budget. Downing 
said at that time the ommission 
was probably due to the fact 
that the Army Engineers were 
reluctant to support the project 
because the city had not met all 
its requirements. 

Virginia Beach soon met the 
requirements but the engineers 
then contended 'that the project 
was left out because funds were 
short. 

Downing, in a letter to Vir- 
ginia Beach Mayor Frank A. 
Dusch last January, said that he 
planned to testify before the Ap- 
propriation Committee to at*k 
that the project be reconsidered 
and included in the budget. He 
asked that a small committee of 
Virginia Beach leaders work 
with him on the project and ap- 
pear with him before the com- 
mittee. 

Cost of the project is esti- 
mated at $1,068,000, which 
will be borne by the federal 
government, plus construction of 
marinas and other facilities for 
boating and commercial fishing, 
which will be borne by the city. 

The public works bill . pro- 
vides $200,000 for the Lynn- 
haven project, which will be 
enough to start construction.

The $300 minimum deduction plus a $600 persbnal 
exemption equals $900 of tax shelter. 

For others, lower tax. The student who earns more than $900 
this year will also benefit from the larger deduction— and from 
lower tax rates, too. 

This yetr, his deducation is bigger — $300— and his tax rates 
are lower. Hell pay only $60 in tax. 

Reminder to parents. Fven if your youngster is 19 or over and 
earns more than $600 this year, you can. claim an exemption for 
him on YOUR tax return, providing he is a student and you con- 
tribute more than one-half of his support. 

Filing for refunds. Most students with summer jobs have tax 
withheld from their pay — even when it's unlikely that their year's 
earnings will exceed $900. To get their money back, they must file 
for a refund early next year. They can use the simple "punch card" 
tax return — Form 1040A.

Some area residents have been wonder- 
ing this week If it might not have been 
better to receive Hurricane Cleo, herself, 
than the record rainfall that hit the area as 
a result of the stormy Miss.

There is little that man can do under such 
conditions when Mother Nature turns her 
full force upon him. There Is always some 
degree of consolation when it is thought 
that it could have been much worse. How- 
ever, for those directly concerned with 
property damage and possible health haz- 
ards this is little comfort. 

The record flooding and rainfall is still 
another act of God and the area must "grin 
and bear it" and dig out and rebuild. We 
have shown in the past that we can take 
adversity and emerge from it stronger than 
before. 



Not So Painless 



There has been a theory that the gaso- 
line tax is comparatively painless-and that 
motorists accept it with equanimity. After 
all, the theory goes on, even when the tax 
h raised it is by only a small amount at 
any one time— usually a paltry cent. 

This idea may have been accurate once. 
But there ire definite signs that the public 
etffiucfe toward the tax is changing-and 
in a big way. 

For instance, not long ago *m Wisconsin, 
me voters were asked in a referendum 
whether they ware willing to have their 
gasoline rax, increased by one cent a gallon 
in order to speed up highway construction. 
7hey took full advantage of this oppor- 
tunity—the vote was 6-1 No. So they said, 
in effect, that Wisconsin's existing 6 cents 
a gallon tax is plenty and then some. 



Only a very few out and out luxuries 
carry an excise or sales tax which, as a per- 
centage of the price, approaches the gas 
tax. And no necessity bears a tax which is 
within shooting distance of the figure. The 
story can be simply told. Gasoline, not 
counting the tax, costs almost exactly the 
same per gallon now as it did back in 1923, 
when most prices were way under current 
levels. The pretax price was 21 .06 cents a 
gallon then-it was 20.11 cents In 1963. 
But in 1 923 the tax added, on the average, 
less than a penny a gallon to the cost of the 
fuel. Tpcjay it adds rnore ihafia dime— half 
of the' retail price of gas before the tax. 

The motorist has been a whipping boy 
for the always avid tax collectors. And it 
looks as if, at long last, he is getting his 
dander up.

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NEWS REPORT 
FROM THE j" 
UNIVERSITY 
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State Water Projects 

Rainfall in Virginia does not occur in any uniform pattern. 
For example, one particular area of the state may experience, 
within one year's time, a vicious flood and a blistering drought. 

Whether k be in the form of flood control or the impoundment 
of surplus water, water control is of vital importance. 

The Army Corps^of Engineers lias cqmpleted within the last 
few years several water projects around the state. 

While these projects are primarily for flood control, preserva- 
tion of water is an important by-product. Flood control permits a 
relatively even flow ot rivers throughout most of the year. 

Ancillary powet- production is another important aspect of the 
water projects. , 

Among the completed projects is the Buggs Island Lake project 
(John H. Kerr Reservoir) about 18 miles above the Virginia-North 
Carolina state Hne. 

Since its completion in 1952, an estimated $2,000,000 in dam- 
ages have been prevented. No major floods have occurred and minor 
Hoods associated with hurricane "Hazel" in 1954 and "Diane'' in 
1955 were averted as a result of the project. 

Other completed projects include the Galax Local Protection 
Project in Carroll and Grayson Counties; Bluestone Reservoir in 
Giles County and three counties in West Virginia, and, PhUpott 
Reservoir on the Smith River seven miles upstream from Bassett, 
Virginia. 

fhe Galax project, an example of the smaller scale projects, 
was completed in March, 1951, and protects 244 acres from minor 
and moderate floods and extreme flash floods on Chestnut Creek. 

The project has brought an estimated prevention of more than 
$640,000 in damages. The project cost $665,000. 

Projects proposed but not yet begun include a flood control 
project tor downtown Norfolk ; the Gathright and Falling Springs 
Reservoir on the Jackson River, a tributary of the James River; 
the Moores Ferry Reservoir in Grayson Country, Va., and Alle- 
gheny *County, N. C, and the Salem Church Reservoir on the Rap- 
pahannock River upstream from Fredericksburg. 

The proposed Salem Church project is a multiple purpose 
project for flood control, water supply, recreation power develop- 
ment and navigation. 

Three different plans, varying in cost from $44,000,000 to 
$90,000,000, have been proposed for the dam. 

Average annual benefits, depending on which plan is chosen, 
will range from $4,142,000 to $8,123,000. 

The Gathright and Falling Spring dams are planned to be con- 
structed 19 mites and 11 miles, respectively, upstream from Cov- 
ington. 

This project is expected to regulate the widely fluctuating flows 
of the Jackson River. 

A serious controversy has developed around the Gathright Dam. 
The Virginia Commission on Game and Inland Fisheries wants to 
retain the Jackson River bottomland as a wildlife management area. 

Many plans to develop the James River and its tributaries, auch 
as the Jackson River, have been offered. More about James River 
development will be in the final story of this series.

TO VETERANS 

Ot the fouf new laws passed 
by Congress this July the most 

important is the Orphans Edu- 
cational Assistance Act. .This 
Act will for the first time |«r- 
mit children of living veterans 
who an* totally and permnnentlv 
disabled from service connected 
conditions to participate in the 
Veterans Administration War 
Orphans Educational Assistance 
program. Up until now. only the 
children of deceased veterans 
whose deaths were the direct re- 
sult of service were eligible. 

Benefits for the children of 
the totally and permanently dis- 
abled win be the same as those 
now being received by children 
of the war dead. The educational 
or training course must be above 
high school level, but not neces- 
sarily restricted to full time col- 
lege enrollment. There are pro- 
visions for part time college 
c o u r s e s or vocational trade 
schools. There are also provisions 
for special restorative training 
for handicapped children. 

Eligible children are entitled 
to a maximum of 36 months 
training with an allowance of 
$110,00 monthly for full time 
enrpUmeut, with proportionately 
lower allowances for part rime 
study or training.

Low Number 
Important In 
Testing Blood 



You've seen and heard people 
play the numbers gam.? with their 
blood pressure. One woman 
says, "Last time I went to the 
doctor my Hood pressure was 
160," and her friend replies, 
"Mine was 170." Like people 
trying to keep up with the Jones- 
es—or surpass them. One aim of 
Tidewater Heart Association is 
to help people understand what 
high blood pressure is, so that, 
rather than jest about or ignore 
the condition, or worry needless- 
ly, they will seek help before 
serious* damage is done. 

In the first place everyone 
should know that the doctor re- 
cords blood pressure as two 
numbers: 160 100 or 170/95. 
for example. The larger number 
indicates the pressure exerted by 
the blood against the artery 
walls at the moment the heart 
contracts to force the blood into 
the arteries. The lower number 
indicates the pressure in the ar- 
teries between heart beats. Both 
figures are important; both are 
considered separately and in 
combination by the doctor dur- 
ing his evaluation. 

Then too, while the height of 
the blood pressure is important, 
it is only one factor in hyper- 
tension—and other factor's are 
important, too, according to spe- 
cialists in the field. 

One of these factors is the 
length of time the pressure has 
remained elevated. Most impor- 
tant of all, perhaps, is the ability 
of the blood vessels to withstand 
the strain of a hlood pressure 
that remains high over a long 
period of time. 

If unchecked, persistent high 
blood pressure can cause harm 
in several ways. The heart must 
pump harder to force the blood 
through constricted arteries and, 
in the course of years, the added 
work may cause the heart to en- 
large. The heart can function 
well with mild enlargement, but 
•s enlargement progresses, the 
heart works less efficiently and 
heart failure may result. 

Another serious consequence 
or complication of hypertension 
is that it accelerates hardening 
of the arteries, or atherosclerosis, 
the disease process underlying 
most heart attacks and strokes. 

Much of what we know now 
about hypertension as a risk 
factor in heart attack has come 
from long-term population stud- 
ies. In a 20 year research pro- 
ject being conducted in Framing- 
ham, Mass., for example, scien- 
tists have been following 5.000 
men and women aged 30 to 59 
who had no apparent heart dis- 
ease when the project began in 
1949-50.

Field 
unite won set up in five cities 
and trial lawyers worked with 
cases from their very begin- 
nings in order to insure eftStc- 
tive prosecution. 

Alio, under s system est up 
by Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy, s combined intelli- 
gence system was established, 
allowing the 26 Federal iaveati- 
gative agencies to pool mformt- 
tion on hundreds of racketeers 
and work together in taking ac- 
tion against them, 

Finally, to reduce the de- 
lay in legal action against 
criminals — and to deer the 



risk of heart attack varied ac- 
cording to the height of his or 
her blood pressure at the begin- 
ning of the study.

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City's TB 
Cases Up 48 

VIRGINIA BEACH — This 
resort city had 48 new cases of 
tuberculosis during 1963, 45 of 
which were active, according to 
the annual report of the Virginia 
Tuberculosis and Respiratory 
Disease Association, 
under supervision. One hun- 
dred and eight of them are ac- 
tive. 

Among the newly developed 
active cases, the white and non- 
white male and female number 
almost equally. There are 12 
cases among the nonwhke males. 
The other classifications num- 
ber 11. 

There were 11 cases in the 
15 to 24 age group, the highest 
among all other ages. The others 
were: infants to 4 years, seven 
cases; 5 to 14 years, six cases; 
25 to 44, nine cases; 45 to 64, 
nine cases; and 65 and over, 
three cases. 

Fortunately, 15 were diag- 
nosed as in the primary infec- 
tion stage of the disease and 
only five were far advanced. 
Thirteen were minimal and nine 
were moderately advanced.

YOUNG MINISTER CRUSADES 
FOR BETTER RURAL CHURCHES 



By Robert Hardy 

PRINCESS AtfNE — "I felt 
that I was called to serve where 
others might not want to serve," 
said the Reverend Frank James 
who is devoting his ministry to 
rural areas. "The lights burn 
bright in the city. 

"I think that the rural areas 
are getting too many ministers 
with too little training or semi- 
retired people lacking energy to 
build. Of course, there are some 
fine ministers in the rural areas, 
yet overall it remains a neg- 
lected section in the stale." 

Mr. James is pastor of both 
Salem and Nemmo Methodist 
Churches. Each Sunday he holds 
morning worship services at 
these two historical Virginia 
Beach land marks. 

Having two churches may 
seem like a very demanding job 
— and it is. But Mr. James has 
a good background for this. His 
first appointment was in the 
Staunton District where he had 
three mountain churches. Later 
he was to have four. 

How does one serve so many? 
"When I had three churches, I 
held services in each one every 
Sunday. The times were 9:45 
a.m. in the first, 1 1 a.m. in the 
second, and 7:30 p.m. in the 
third." . 

When it came to four church- 
es, he had to visit two each Sun- 
day Either a guest minister or 
a lay minister filled in the al- 
ternate Sunday. 

"But," he pointed out, "there 
are many more advantages than 
disadvantages to this arrange- 
ment. One church strengthens 
another. What one can't do, an- 
other can. This makes for a 
more diversified program. 

"For the minister, it means 
the opportunity to learn how to 
work with various types of 
leaders. 

"For the local leaders, it 
means they learn better how to 
maintain their church individ 
ually and build stabilization as 
they don't have to over-rely on 
the minister. 

"Chief among the disadvant 
ages is that the work's spread 
out. Often the minister can't 
work in depth as he'd like to." 

Born in Remington, Mr. 
James decided he wanted to 
preach when he was in about 
the third year of high school. 
He joined the church when he 
was 16. After graduating from 
Randolph Macon in 1951, he at- 
tended Emory University where 
he graduated in 1954. 

"My total emphasis has al- 
ways been to serve the rural 
areas as I felt these had been 
passed by. Often these are 
served by young college men or 
old ministers. I felt they de- 
served the opportunity to de- 
velop. 

"People are now moving from 
cities to rural areas. City peo- 
ple are used to trained ministers 



and won't take part in rural 
churches unless they can pro- 
vide diem." 

Speaking of his two churches, 
he said "We have a total mem- 
bership of 300 people in both 
churches together. There is a 
good cross-section of people in 
each church. 

"Nemmo was built in 1789, 
Salem in 1856. But neither are 
living in the past. Each is pre- 
paring itself to serve the present 
and future Virginia Beach. 

"The foundations are now be- 
ing laid for the future of the 
churches in a higher populated 
area as this section is going to 
increase. We are trying to be 
ready when the people arrive." 

His goals? "To develop wor- 
ship with strong emphasis on the 
preaching ministry, and reacti- 
vating members so as to serve 
in all their needs. Also to lift up 
the administrative work." 

Working closely with young 
people is one of his favorite ac- 
tivities. "This is a rewarding side. 
Young people have a built-in 
reward. One can see the children 
grow in belief. The light shines 
in their eyes when they under- 



stand something." 

Another favorite is young 
couples. "I enjoy pre-niarria§r 
cQunciling, the marriage cere- 
mony itself, and later bringing 
them into church work as a mar- 
ried couple." 

He said people should unite 
with a church for two reasons: 

1) to demonstrate a belief in 
God. , 

2) to be a part of the Kingdom 
of Earth and to have fellowship 
with those who share in the 
Christian Faith. 

"The church is at best a body 
of ted^smtd sinners. There is 
nobody perfect in the church. 
We must first recognize people 
for what they are. Then we can 
try to take diem in the direction 
God would have them go. 

"A minister is effective only 
in so far as he has the coi/Jlfil 
tion of his people." 

Future hopes? "I'd lite tfr 
have one church where I ocMd 
concentrate my energy and 
sity the services so that I 
better build the church ii 
instrument to serve the needs 
of the congregation and help in 
their spiritual growth."

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Holiday weekend or no, meal- 
time comes around regularly. 
That is when a canned ham in 
the refrigerator means mighty 
good eating ahead for family and 
friends. On a sunny day no 
doubt the outdoor rotisserie will 
be put to use for heating the 
ham. Should Pain clouds threat- 
en, its into the oven for the ham. 
Or, since the ham is fully cooked 
during the canning, it may be 
sliced cold right from the can. 

Canned ham is available in a 
variety of shapes and sizes. 
Smallest are the IVi pound 
pieces of ham that are processed 
se-that until opened they may 
be kept on the shelf without re- 
frigeration. Because of their 
size, larger canned hams are 
pasteurized and must be refrig- 
erated both at the market and 
at home. The words Perishable 
— Keep Under Refrigeration up 
pear prominently on the label of 
the 3 to 12 pound pear-shaped 
hams and the 3 to 10 pound 
square pullman hams. Smart 
homemakers also look at the 
brand name on the label to be 
sure of selecting the ham which 
carries the two most trusted 
words in meat. 

Those who use a rotisserie or 
grill regularly are always on the 
look-out for a sauce or glaze 
to complement the meat on the 
spit. Here's a peppy barbecue 
sauce made with hot mustard and 
well suited for serving with ham. 
Because this sauce also contains 
both catsup and honey, it 
should be brushed on the ham 
during the last 20 minutes of 
heating. 

The boneless, lean, carefully 
cured ham is particularly easy 
to heat on the rotisserie. Tie 
ham with string in 2 or 3 places. 
Insert rotisserie spit lengthwise 
through the center of the meat 
and secure with prongs. Insert 
a roast meat thermometer paral- 
lel to spit in the meat. Place 
spit in position in a * rotisserie 
oven or over a bed of hot coals. 
Heat to 130 o F. internal temper- 
ature, allowing 10 to 15 minutes 
per pound. 

BARBECUE SAUCE* 

YIELD: about 1 cup sauce 
(enough for a 5-6 lb. canned 
ham) 

•4 cup catsup 
V* cup wine vinegar 
2 tablespoons honey 
1 teaspoon dijon-style hot

Lime is an ieoportint part of 
crop production n the Old Do- 
minion. Whltt lime Med since 
1951 has ievnased steadily, still 
man needa to te apptied. 

In 1958, Virginia fanners 
uaed 472-634 tons of lime, and 
in 1963 the total had grown to 
698,67$ torn. Stale agricultural 
workers feel that farmers should 
be wing a minimum of at least 
one tnJMioB tons of lime a year. 

la the past Hew yean, agron- 
omists have noticed crop produc- 
tion problems related to low 
pH — indicating the need for 
lime, The trouble has been es- 
pecially evident in barley and 
corn samples received at VPI 
<*cenM to be affected 
by low pH than other small 
The recommended pH 
for this crop (and for com) is 
from 6.0 to 7.0. A. number of 
com samples received have 
shown not only tow pH, but al- 
so tack of magnesium Doto- 
mhic limestone contains both 
calcium carbonate and magne- 
sium carbonate and will furnish 
required amounts of magnesium 
as well as calcium.

5. Entomology (Insect identification) — Objectives: To ac- 
quaint the 4*H Club member with the life history, habits, preven- 
tion and control of the most common insects in the locality. 

6. Dog Care and Training — Objectives: To learn how to feed 
and care for a dog and how to train it. 

7. Light Horse & Pony— Objectives: To learn hew to feed and 
care for a horse, how to train a horse, and the proper way to ride 
a horse. 

& Automotive Care and Safety— Objectives : To help the 
chib meniber to achieve and enjoy the fullest opportunities as a safe 
and efficient automobile driver. M|st be 14 years old to enroll in 
this project. 

9. Electric Project— Objectives : To learn the basic terms used 
in electricity, to learn to identify electrical equipment, and to build, 
care for, and/or repair simple electrical devices and. appliances. 

10. Vegetable Garden— Objectives: To teach best methods of 
growing vegetables, to teach' the value of a good home garden by 
producing a variety of vegetables necessary for a well-balanced, 
diet, and to interest boys and girls in a wholesome and profitable 
enterprise essential to better living. 

11. Photography — Objectives: Give educational guidance and 
help members develop skills in taking and using pictures, help 
members gt« an appreciation of photography as an art, as a science, 
and as a oaenmunication tool, and provide experience in recording 
events, ideas, and situations in picture form for study or reference. 

These are but a few of the project available. There also are 
many agricultural and home economics projects that 4-H Club 
members can choose from.

iation in the way beef cattle per- 
form on corn silage, particular- 
ly younger cattle. One year it 
looks like our calves do an ex- 
cellent job and another a, ear 
they don't do so well. We had 
a tendency to blame it on the 
year or on the cattle themselves, 
while in most cases it has been 
due directly to the quality of 
silage we have made. 

Com silage varies from 14 to 
24 percent total digestible nu- 
trients (TDN). With such a var- 
iation in feed quality, there are 
many opportunities to improve 
feeding operations by using the 
forage test and correcting defi- 
ciencies with corn silage. 

A new VPI leaflet, number 
153, points out that many far- 
mers cut corn for cattle feed 
when it is entirely too green. The 
proper time to cut it for good 
cattle feed is when the corn is 
in the very hard dough state, the 
shucks have turned brown, and 
most of the leaves are still 
green or partially green. 

Such silage will usually run 
from 30 to 35 percent dry mat- 
ter. 

It is important to have sharp 
knives on silage cutters, and be 
sure the machine has the cor- 
rect setting to get V* to 3/8-inch 
cut. Engineers say that it is 
necessary to sharpen the knives 
or change them twice a day to 
keep silage clean and not beat 
it or shred it. It is also necessary 
to have the shear plate set cor- 
rectly, 

A lot of people tend to look 
for excuses and say it is not 
necessary to do this and that. 
Through the forage test, we have 
found all these things are nec- 
essary if you are to make top 
quality corn silage for beef cat- 
tle — the kind that wiH make 
your cattle perform in a superior 
fashion year after year. If a per- 
son chooses not to do these lit- 
tle things it takes to make qual- 
ity | silage, he had better leave 
it alone and turn to something 
else. 

When using com silage than 
takes about 80 pounds a day to 
maintain the average nursing 
beef cow. Com silage that is 21 
percent TDN will do the job 
with 65 pound per day. 

If you ere feeding .steers or 
calves it makes a big difference 
whether or not the silage is of 
the beat quality. A farmer should 
not try to feed beef calves or 
feNtftnf steers on silage that is 
leu than II percent TDN unless 
be plans to use considerable 
more grain to get the desired 
gains. 

As silaee gets watery and 
low in TDN. consumption tends 
to drop off and there is not as 
much energy per pound of feed 
eaten. 

While we say the beef cow 
can get by on a low quality si- 
lage and the calf and steer can't, 
there really is no reason for 
making low quality for her be- 
cause we can make high quality 
silage and feed her that much 
less. Agronomists say that from 
the roasting ear stage up until 
the very hard dough sta^e, the 
com crop increases in total 
TDN by 50 percent. Everyday 
you harvest a crop of silage too 
soon, you are reducing your po- 
tential total nutrients an appre- 
ciable amount. 
Sale Disposal Procedures 
For Pesticide Containers 

Safe procedures for disposing 
Of empty pesticide continent — 
to protect communities from any 
possible hazards — are outlined in 
a new U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture publication, written es- 
pecially for large-scale users of 
pesticides. 

"Safe Disposal of Empty 
Pesticide Containers and Sur- 
plus Pesticides," issued bv 
USDA's Agricultural Research 
Service, stresses that pesticide 
users have a responsibility to 
their communities to see that 
every empty container and all 



surplus pesticides are disposed of 
properly and safely. 

The publication is . intended 
for farmers, commercial pesti- 
cide applicators, pest control of- 
ficials of city, state, and Federal 
agencies, manufacturers, formu- 
lators, wholesalers, and others 
who use large quantities of pes- 
ticides. It contains suggestions 
for setting up safe storage areas 
and disposal sites and warns 
that careless disposal practices 
can lead to contamination of the 
environment, create hazards to 
children, pets, and livestock, and 
be dangerous to the disposer. 

Recommendations are given 
for safe disposal of many types 
of containers, including {hose* 
made of metal, plastic, glass, 
cardboard, and paper. The pub- 
lication also cautions against 
using empty containers for live- 
stock troughs, for water or feed 
storage, or as floats for rafts.

All we could do was 
point out Virginia Beach's great 
need for the canals for reasons 
of health, drainage, recreation, 
and economics." 

Attending the meeting with 
Hatchett were: City Engineer 
Charles Kiley, Chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Development 
Authority Frank Kellam, Plan- 
ning Director F. Mason Gam- 
age, Philip Leventhar of the 
planning commission, C. Aub- 
rey Holmes, head of the local 
U.S. Soil Conservation Office, 
Agricultural Agent E. R. Cock- 
refi, Director of Parks and Rec- 
reation Harold Whitehurst, Dis- 
trict Supervisor of the Virginia 
Soil ana Conservation Dept. R. 
Everett Sawyer, and Harold 
Waterfield of Knotts Island, 
North Carolina. 

The city is hoping to get fed- 
eral funds for the project. Back 
in 1958, Princess Anne County 
had a similar watershed project 
turned down. This was due to 
fears that it might allow salt 
water to flow into Back Bay up- 
setting the balance of nature 
there and killing off certain 
forms of wildlife. 

A study was dote to deter- 
mine exactly what effect the 
city canals might have on Back 
Bay wildlife. So far the findings 
have not been made public, but 
the full 1000 page report is ex- 
pected to be released in about 
two weeks. 

If the go-ahead comes, work 
would begin very soon deepen- 
ing^ widening and extending the 
existing drainage ditches. 

The eastern canal would join 
Linkhorn Bay with Rudee Inlet 
and Back Bay; the central canal 
would start at the southern end 
of Lynnhaven Bay and termin- 
ate at North Landing River; and 
the western canal would start in 
the Western Branch of the Lynn- 
haven and meet the central 
canal.

Hatchett Letter 
Explains 'Shots' 

VIRGINIA BEACH — Long 
distance telephone calls have 
been pouring into the city ask- 
ing if Virginia Beach is safe. 
The reason behind many such 
calls are misinformed articles 
appearing in various out-of- 
town newspapers. 

Following is a letter sent by 
City Manager W. Russell Hat- 
chett to two Richmond newspa- 
pers — the Times Dispatch and 
the Richmond News Leader. 
"Dear Sir: 

This is to advise you that ty- 
phoid innoculations are being 
given only to residents of the 
rural area of the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach and not to people 
in the resort area, which is far 
removed from our rural section. 

"The resort area of the City of 
Viginia Beach has both city 
water and a sewage disposal sys- 
tem, and, therefore, is entirely 
without danger of typhoid. 

"Because of the fact that 
wells and septic tanks are used 
in our rural area, we were of 
the opinion that innoculations 
should be given as a precaution- 
ary measure, although we have 
no reason whatsoever to antici- 
pate an outbreak of typhoid 

"In view of the above infor- 
mation, it would be appreciated 
if you. would, through your 
newpaper, correct the erroneous 
impression that the resort area 
of the City of Virginia Beach, as 
a result of the August 31— -Sep- 
tember 1, 1964 storm, is in 
danger of a typhoid epidemic. I 
would also request that copies 
of your article be sent me for 
my file.

Hurry if you plan to freeze peaches this year. Peaches can be 
jacked in either sirup or sugar. 

If you choose a sirup pack, make up the sirup ahead of tinm 
so it will be ready and cold when you need it. 
More people Kke a sirup made of 3 cups of sugar 
to 4 cups of water than other proportions. This 
will malce about 5Va cups of sirup, enough for 8 
pints of frozen peaches. 

To give the fruit better color and flavor, it is 
recommended that you add ascorbic acid to the 
cold si nip shortly before you use it. Add V2 t*' :i 
ttOOtl crystalline ascorbic acid to each quart <ii 
sirup. 

Select mature |>eaches that are firm ripe. Figure 
1 to 11/j* pantos fresh peaches for each pint 
Mr*. l«»ty D..1 frozen. 

Wash, drain, pit, and peel the peaches. Peaches peel quickly if 
they are dipped first in boiling water, then cold — but they will have 
ragged edges after thawing. 

Pour about ^ cup cold sirup into each pint container and 
slice peaches directly into container. Add sirup to cover peaches, 
leaving Vi inch space at the top to allow for expansion during 
freezing. Put a small piece of crumpled parchment paper on top 
of the peaches to keep them down in the sirup. 

Wipe all sealing edges clean. Close, label, and date. 
Put scaled containers in the coldest part of your freezer. 
Leave a little space between containers so the air can circulate 
freely. After fruit is frozen, store at degree F. or below. 

If you prefer the sugar pack, use following proportions. To 
each quart (lto pounds) of prepared fruit add % cup sugar and 
mix well. To retard darkening, sprinkle ascorbic acid dissolved in 
water over the peaches before adding sugar. Use V* teaspoon 

crystalline ascorbic acid in V* cup cold water to each quart of fruit.

Halfway Houses Offer 
Hope For Young Offenders 

By U.S. fen. Birch Bayh (D.-lnd.) 




When can a boy go who has fust been released from s federal 
prison after serving "time'* for his first offense? 

If be is like moit 16 to 20-year-olds with the tame problem, 
he doesn't have much choke. Usually, he goes 
right back to his old neighborhood with only a 
10-10 chance of staying out of jail. 

If he is lucky, however, he will get • new 
•tart at a "Halfway House," a pre-release guid- 
ance center that will help him readjust to 
normal life and become a useful member of his 
community. 

Halfway Houses an something new and 

different is our federal prison system. They 

have no bars and no guards, and they are 

Mrtkiarii run like school dormitories. But they are 

open only to the boy with • 

"past" to live down. 

- This is the boy who has 

landed in • federal prison — 

usually on a charge of car theft 

or bad checks — and who will 

be paroled in three or four 

months. Instead of going di- 
rectly from jail to the environ- 
ment that led him to crime, he 

goes to the Halfway House in 

his home town. 
During the first month, the 

boy may go home on Sundaya. 

By the time he is ready to be 

paroled, he his spent several 

weekends at home. 
Halfway Houses are so new, 

there are only four of them in 

this country — New York, Chi- 
cago, Los Angeles and Detroit. 
They were started as a bold 

.tew experiment by Attorney 

General Robert F. Kennedy 

and U.S. Bureau of Prisons 

Chief James Bennett who felt 

that ax-prisoners needed some 

assistance to make the tran- 
sition from prison to home 

life, and decided to start with 

youngsters. ' 
By Christmas of 1961, the 

program was underway. In 

New York, a Halfway House 

was organized in s Brooklyn 

YMCA building. In Chicago, 

space was leased in the YMCA 

Hotel. In Los Angeles, coun- 
selors rented a dormitory that 

had once been part of s theo- 
logical seminary. The centers 

proved so successful, ft fourth 

was established in Detroit in 

I96i , and another is expected 

to open soon in Washington, 

D.C 
Today, Halfway Houses 



are no longer an experiment, 
but a practical demonstra- 
tion of what can be done to 
redirect young laves. Nearly 
500 youthful offenders have 
gone through these centers. 
For the vast majority of them 
— four out of five—it was 
well worth the effort. It was 
an experiment that worked. 
The guidance center program 
hss been so successful, several 
states and cities are planning to 
set up Halfway Houses of their 
own, in partnership with the 
Federal government or alone. 

At present, the cost is about 
$1,200 for each boy, or about 
the same as the Federal govern- 
ment would have to pay to keep 
a boy in the National Training 
School for the same length of 
time. This is an investment 
that is more than repaid in the 
number of young lives that are 
salvaged and in the savings to 
the taxpayer who need not 
finance as many court proce- 
dures and repeated prison terms. 
la fact, the centers have 
worked oat so well, the Jus- 
tice Department plans to ex- 
tend the program to adults 
as soon as authorizing legis- 
lation can be obtained. 

It costs « great deal to keep 
an offender in jail— $2,000 a 
year for an adult and as much 
as $3, J 00 for ft youngster. It 
costs only • fraction of this to 
keep him at a prerelease guid- 
ance center. The investment is 
well worth the cost. 

For the youthful prisoner, 
one of the beet opportunities 
can be found in the Halfway 
House.

Foods of other lumls are 
found more frequently on tablet 
in American homes today But 
probably the best liked roast in 
the U.S. is the beef pot roast. 

Pot roasts are cooked in the 
natural meat juices with perhaps 
a little water. Usually vegetables 
are added and a rich brown 
gravy is served with the roast. 
But variety is achieved by each 
individual cook who adds herbs 
and other seasoncrs. A pot 
roast is a good way to try a 
gourmet flair yet still please the 
family with their favorite meat 
dish. This Bavarian Style Pot 
Roast combines a subtle blend of 
flavors with the fork tender beef. 
It's fine for the family and ele- 
gant enough for guests. 

Currently in high supply, beef 
should be used often during the 
easy - living summer months. 
When selecting a roast for 
braising, be sure to look for the 
insert label bearing the two most 
trusted words in meat. The bone 
shape is an easy guide for de- 
ciding the cut of meat to buy. If 
a pot roast is 4 desired, select a 
roast with a round bone or 
blade bone. 

After browning the roast on 
all sides, slip a rack under the 
roast to hold it out of the juices 
so that the meat will cook even- 
ly. Cover with a tight fitting lid 
and place over low heat to cook 
slowly. The liquid should just 
simmer. It's the long cooking of 
the meat at low temperatures 
that gives more tenderness and 
less cooking loss. 

Serve with hot buttered nood- 
les that have been sprinkled 
lightly with caraway seeds.

A lffUi time spent efeanirig up 
plant refuse in the flower garden 
this fall will safe headaches 
next spring and summer. 

There are two good reasons 
for fall care of ornajtientals, The 
first it that by pruning and re- 
moving all dead branches and 
dead foliage and cleaning around 
the plants, the genera I appear- 
ance of the area is Improved. 

Perhaps even more hflportaht, 
however, Is mat most df the or- 
ganisms that cause diseases of 
the dead branches, twigs, and 
ornamentals live over winter Wl 
leaves which may still be oh the 
plant or dn the ground beneath 
it. Next spring these organisms 
will be present to cause damage 
to the plants. However, if the 
plant material which harbors 
these organisms is pruned off, 
raked up, and burned, there is 
far teas danger of disease attack 
next spring. • 

Since rote canes stay green all 
winter in most sections of Vir- 
ginia, draatk fall pruning is not 
advisable. However, all dead 
sterna should be removed and 
burned, The fungus that causes 
blackspot overwinters on the 
leaves; therefore, H is important 
that rose leaves be raked up 1 and 
burned in the fall. 

The Botrytb blight organism 
of peony, tulip, and some other 
flowers over-winters on oW 
leaves and stems. These should 
be cut back to the ground line 
after teaf growth has stopped, or 
surely by late fall. 

A mulch of leaves or straw 
will protect the underground 

firts of plants during the whiter, 
his mulch, however, shouW be 
removed earfy ift the sprihg to 
give the soU a chance to wahn 
up and the shoots an opportun- 
ity to emerge. 

Hollyhock rust is snomer 
problem in many areas. The fust 
organism tives over whitef oft 
old leaves «a4 stents. These 
should he cot off, faked ttp\ srkl 
burned lb the fall. 

It miy hot be practical fot 
the large-scale tnfrsert operate* 
to cafe tof each df his ptthts in- 
dividually. However, H H high- 
ly advisable that aH diseased 
stock b* destroyed I* the fall 
not allowed to 1 remain to carry 
over disease infection for next 
year's spread. 
Flowering Dogwood 

The flowering dogwood (Cor- 
nus Florida) provides ornamen- 
tal interest during several sea- 
sens. 

It U best known for its spring 
bloom, faltewed by attractive 
summer foliage which turns to 



vivid red in uH faH, and it has 
conspicuous red fruit. Though it 
teles its leaves id winter, the 
Mttrlontaf briafches are \§S 
turesque. 

The ftowedM dogwood is f er- 
saiile as a landscape plant, both 
for home artd rjumifc use. Some 
uses are to serve aa a specimen 
plant in the lawh of garden, in 
corhbinatioo with other material 
to form the foundation conipo- 
sition for a buildhig; to aeceht a 
driveway entrante or to outline 
ah approach drive; to furnish 
an orhamehtal stfeeft or border 
planting along a property line 
or a roadside. 

the flowering dogwood is na- 
tive to Virginia, but it is diffi- 
cult to fnd a good pins; flower- 
ing form in the woods. The pink 
dogwoods (Cornus Florida rub- 
ra), result from budding pink 
forms on roots of white dog- 
woods. 

Many homeowners transplant 
native dogwood from the woods 
and are often disappointed be- 
cause they die. Nursery-grown 
stock is superior because the 
plants have a compact root sys- 
tem — roots have been pruned. 
Small, bare-root dogwoods may 
be purchased safely, but plants 
over three feet tall should be 
in containers or baited and bur- 
lapped. 

If plants are dug in the woods, 
be suit to select those under 
three feet in height and pre- 
serve as much of the root sys- 
tem as possible. Dogwoods pre*- 
fer shade but wiH grow in full 
sun. They do well in a moist, 
fertile soil that is slightly acid. 
In soils that tend to dry quickly, 
organic matter in the form of 
leaf mold or ssWPtnoas should be 
added to existing soil to help in- 
crease water-boWing capacity. A 
good layer of mulch is also im- 
portant.

Public Warned 
Of Products 

K ICHMOND - W a r n i n gs 
were issued today by the Vir- 
ginia Department of Agriculture 
on the use of two potentially 
dangerous products. 

Distribution of the products 
in the state is in violation of the 
Virginia Hazardous Substances 
I .aw enforced by the department. 
The products do not carry ade- 
quate label warnings of dangers 
involved in their use. 

An extremely flammable ma- 
sonry water proofer called the 
"X-33 Water Repellent" distrib- 
uted by the Wilmington Chemi- 
cal Corporation of Chicago, Illi- 
nois, has resulted in three deaths 
and over. 30 injuries through 
flash explosions in states other 
than Virginia. VDA says a spark 
from any source, even at remote 
jioints, could detonate the highly 
explosive vapors formed by the 
product. So far this product has 
not been found in Virginia. 

The other product labeled 
"Qwite" is a laundry detergent 
which has appeared in Virginia 
and been seised by VDA. It is 
manufactured by the Calusa 
Chemical Company, Inc., of los 
Angeles, California, primarily 
for distribution through laundry- 
mat vending machines. The pro- 
duct is not labeled to show that 
it is highly caustic and may cause 
severe burns to the user if prop- 
er |«-ecautions are not taken. The 
material has an alkalinity equiv- 
alent to 37 per cent Sodium Hy- 
droxide (household lye). 

The Virginia Hazardous Sub- 
stances Law was enacted by the 
1964 General Assembly and be- 
came effective June 26. 

Essentially a labeling law, it is 
a consumer and trade service 
measure which provides author- 
ity to require cautionary labeling 
of hazardous substances to pre- 
vent bodily injury and property 
damage. 

Anyone locating either product 
in Virginia is asked to notify 
Maurice B. Rowe, director of 
VDA's division of regulatory 
services.

VIRGINIA BEACH — Old 

soldiers may fade away but not 
this season's hurricanes. The 
second "dying" hurricane with- 
in a week swept into Virginia 
Beach Sunday causing high tides, 
flooding, power failure and 
hazardous road conditions. 

Unlike the high water from 
Hurricane C 1 c o's torrential 
rains that last week caused so 
much damage in low-lying areas, 
moat of Dora's flooding hit 
waterfront sections affected by 
high tides. 

By noon Sunday a portion of 
Virginia Beach Boulevard near 
Hilltop was already several 
inches deep in water and slowed 
traffic to a crawling pace. 

Great Neck Road, which suf- 
fered a severe wash-out last 
week, was impassable late in the 
afternoon and Atlantic Avenue 
was barred to traffic at the 
north end by deep water and at 
the south end by sand whipped 
in by high winds. 

Tides reached high peak at 
2:22 p.m. and were estimated at 
about four feet above normal. 
Docking facilities at marinas 
along Laskin Road were still 
underwater Monday morning. 

A large freighter, buffeted by 

ri force winds, went aground 
Chesapeake Bay near the 
'"' month of the Lynnhaven Inlet. 
Falling trees and limbs 
caused power failure in several

Residents of Sandbridge were 
without electricity . for several 



hours after a tree fell across the 
main line and workmen were 
hampered in making repairs by 
high water. 

"We ended up having a man 
wade through chest-high water 
to cut down the tree," J, I. Oatts 
distribution supervisor for Vir- 
ginia Electric and Power Com- 
pany, reported. 

Another hard-hit section was 
between 25th and 17th Street 
extending from the ocean front 
west to Arctic Aveaue. The 
area was out for about two 
hours when wires on 19th 
Street and Arctic Avenue went 
down. 

"Most of our trouble came 
from tree limbs in overhead 
wires," Oatts said. "Along the 
ocean front and at Sandbridge 
Beach were the worst hit areas. 
There were brief failures here 
and there throughout the city but 
for just short spans. By 3 a.m. 
things were back to normal." 

The beach and boardwalk ac- 
tually came through in better 
shape than expected, although 
the beach dropped about a foot 
or so at 7th Street where At- 
lantic Avenue was bogged up in 
deeo sand. 

There was some debris blown 
onto the boardwalk but the ce- 
ment structure apparently suf- 
fered no serious damage.

Brown Spider 
Is No Friend 

A shy and hermit-like spider 
which can cause a severe ulcer- 
like wound is the latest target 
of a warning by the National 
Pest Control Association. 

This member of a tribe gen- 
erally considered beneficial to 
man is the brown recluse spider 
found mostly in the South and 
Southwest, but having near kin 
in many other stales. 

The Brown Recluse, or more 
scientifically Loxosceles reclusa, 
is a small — with a body usually 
less than a half inch long — soft 
bodied and secretive spider 
which usually runs for cover 
when disturbed, but when it 
bites the effect is usually pain- 
ful and dangerous. 

The wound which this spider 
causes has an unusual charac- 
teristic in that the tissue around 
it usually dies in what physicians 
describe as a necrotic effect and 
which has been named "North 
American Loxooeltaih" in an ar- 
ticle in a recent issue of the 
Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

The Brown Recluse usually 
bites when it « trapped in clo- 
thing or squeezed as by a per- 
son rolling upon one in his sleep. 
The bite is usually foUowed by 
a stinging sensation and then in- 
tense pain. 

A small blister usually shows 
up first and a large area around

the bite becomes congested and 
swollen. The tissue aftcj^l lo- 
cally by the spider's venom is 
actually killed and graduatty 
falls away. Healing takes place 
very slowly and tt may take 
from six to eight weeks. Because 
of the actual "death* of tissue, 
the spider's bite leaves a hole or 
scooped out portion. Scars from 
Brown Recluse bites have been 
reported as large as a half dol- 
lar. 

Dr. Philip J. Spear, Technical 
Director of NPCA, in warning 
about the Brown Recluse noted 
that its most outstanding physi- 
cal characteristic is Uw violin- 
shaped marking on the cephalo- 
thorajt, or forward portion of its 
body. He said that persons who 
suspect a Brown Recluse bite

LIGHT OYSTER SET 

GLOUCESTER POINT - A light set of oysters in the 
James River seed area has occurred during the past two weeks 
according to scientists at the Virgima Institute of Marine Science, 
Gloucester' Point. 

Dr. Jay 1). Andrews, head of oyster research at the Institute 
reports that after intensive sur- 



veys it is now known that a 
tight strike began during Die 
last four - days of August and 
continued with decreasing in- 
tensity through September 8. 

"The distribution of spatfall 
this summer was most peculiar," 
Dr. Andrews stated. "Strings of 
test shells, indicated that spat- 
fall was heaviest on upriver in- 
shore 'areas. This suggests that 
toe oyster larvae originated 
from oysters in the seed area 
rather than from downriver oy- 
sters. It is. my belief that in nor- 
mal years most larvae originating 
in shallow i inshore waters are 
carried downstream and lost." 

A check of natural cultch col- 
lected frem seed beds in the 
upper James River was made on 
September 11. Microscopic ex- 
aminations of these shells re- 
vealed that some spat had col- 
lected on all beds front Wreck 
Shoal to Deep Water Shoal on 
both sides of the river, substan- 
tiating the observations on test 
shells put out by the Institute. 
Dr. Andrews emphasized that 
spat observed Friday of hist 
week were very small. Most of 
those found were about one- 
twenty-fifth of an inch, across 
and would require a good mag- 
nifying glass to be seen readily. 
He noted that these small spat 
usually survive very well in the 
upper river. 

Although the 1964 spatfall 
appears to be quite light in com- 
parison with long term records 
from the James River, it will 
probably be somewhat of an im- 
provement over the past three 
years. The upriver location of 
this spatfall is particularly bene- 
ficial because of complete failure 
there in recent years. 

Dr. Andrews points out that 
quality of cultch (shell) often in- 
fluences the intensity of setting 
and survival. "We always use 
clean shells for our weekly test 
strings in the river," Dr. An- 
drews noted. "But natural

cultch varies greatly in quality. 
The cultch in the upper seed 
beds this year is fouled with a 
coat of "moss animals", where- 
as the shells in the middle' river 
beds are cleaner except for 
some sea squirts. Unfortunately, 
most of the inshore beds lack 
cultch and what little is there is 
badly fouled with sea squirts. 
The number of spat surviving 
will be influenced by these fac- 
tors." 

State shell plantings of 1963- 
64 in the middle of the seed 
area are reasonably clean of 
fouling organisms, but ate lo- 
cated somewhat downriver: from 
the best of the 1964 spatfall. 
The location of these stale shell 
plantings was based upon set- 
ting records from past years 
which indicate that normally 
the best set occurs on the down- 
river and channelward seed 
rocks. 

From records accumulated 
over the past twenty years, Dr. 
Andrews indicates that the nor- 
mal setting season continues 
until the first of October but oy- 
sters are, now spawned out and 
it unlikely that much more set- 
ting will occur this year. When 
summer temperatures prevail 
free-swimming larvae require a 
period of ten to twelve days 
before setting. Dr. Andrews 
feels that the effect of tropical 
storms with their high tides is 
probably harmful to broods of 
oyster larvae since they are 
likely to be carried out of the 
river. 

Dr. William J. Hargis, Jr., 
Intitule Director, pointed out 
that this latest information on 
oyster setting is a direct result of 
the increased attention being 
given the James estuary under 
the Institute's Operation James 
River which is a study of the 
phyical and biological character- 
istics of the system.

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The story of the YWCA in 
this country is a fascinating and 
interesting one to those who be- 
lieve in growth of social respon- 
sibility and Christian citizcnihp 
of women. Its inception and 
growth is more than the story of 
one organization. 

From small beginnings almost 
one hundred years ago, when, in 
the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, the Association idea, start- 
ing first among young men and 
growing simultaneously in Ger- 
many, England, and Switzer- 
land, it has become known all 
over the world. It is at home in 
6) countries; made up of women 
and girls; led by women, and 
bound by Chirstian purpose. In 
a club of girls, in a rural com- 
munity, at a board meeting in 
the office of a high-rise building 
of a metropolitan center, at a 
cabinet meeting, on a college 
campus, a youth center in a mid- 
western city or in a summer con- 
ference in the mountains of the 
South — somewhere in these sur- 
roundings, there will be the blue 
Triangle, a svmbol across the 
world of the YWCA. 

The YWCA is a living, sen- 
sitive organism; it came into 
being at a time when little social 
work was in existence, finding 
the expression of its Christian 
purpose in a variety of program 
activities. Later, as other agen- 
cies have been organized to as- 
sure specialized programs, the 
scope has lessened; but change 
in local Association programs is 
high and emphases differ. 

The YWCA belongs to its 
members and their friends — 
male and female — to the extent 
that this is true, the Association 
grows and flourishes, changing 
programs as the needs of partici- 
pants arose. But only girls and 
women are eligible, and that 
brings with it responsibility. The 
tlcctoral board chooses i t s 
Board of Directors and in broad 
outline increasingly determines 
policy and carries out whatever 
is decided by the group. 

The professional staff become 
helpers; they are the advisors to 
groups and committees, so that 
the volunteers and volume of ac- 
tivities can go on. No club noj 
volunteer set of people today has 
enough helpers.. The phleg- 
matic and desultory work that 
some volunteers present is unin- 
tentional. There just isn't enough 
time in the day nor night to do 
die things we women want to 
do outside the home, and too 
often we forget that a man's 
castle is his home and it should 
be paramount. 

As a voluntary organization, 
the YWCA is supported by vol- 
untary contributions and patrons 
free from government control. 
These are characteristics ex- 
pressive of life in America, often 
little understood by other coun- 
tries of the world. 

The story of the YWCA is 
a story of many zealous, great 
hearted people whose faith and 
sense of Christian responsibility 
have opened windows to a 
wider world. It is the story of a 
typing class, an unemployment 
bureau, a new gymnasium, a 
residence, or a building in which 
to house the Y as it is here at 
Virginia Beach.

Rough Water Outboardiny 

Some day you may have to cope with a blow. The prudent 
ontboarder doesn't venture out in bad weather, but here are some 
suggestions should you find yourself overtaken by bad weather on 
the water before you can get back to shore. 

The worst waters for boaters are the short, steep whitecaps 
which can be stirred up by high winds even on rather small bodies 
of water. During these fierce squalls, which do not usually last 
long, head into the waves. Move weight back to help the bow rise 
quickly to the waves. Seat passengers down low for best stability 
and least wind resistance. Slow down, but retain steering control 
and hold your position into the w>vts, Keep clear of the shoreline, 
wheVe breakers are worst. A makeshift sea anchor will help hold 
the bow into the wind and waves without power. Tie a coat, bucket 
or piece of canvas line fastened to the bow, and throw it overboard. 

In these short waves don't try to work downwind or get broad 
side to them. If you run with the wind, it will propel 1 your boat, 
water may spill over your transom and whitecaps can come aboard. 

It's a different situation when a moderate wind builds up waves 
which, though fairly high, are long and have much gentler slopes. 
These waves are less troublesome, but proper boat handling is 
needed to keep you comfortable and dry. If you go directly into 
these long, gentle waves, you'll be crossing waves often and the 
resultant pitching may be quick and uncomfortable, although spray 
will fly outward, keeping passengers dry. Alter your speed and 
direction of attack until it feels right. Generally, you will run 
somewhat below planning speed and quartering the waves. When 
quartering, it's best to run in one direction for some time, then 
change course to take the waves on the other side. 

While "tacking," or going diagonally across the waves in 
alternate directions, is often recommended, and does lengthen the 
distance between crests to reduce pounding, it lets the wind hurl 
large quantities of spray into the cockpit. 

So long as the slopes are gentle and the crests are not breaking, 
it is safe and often sensible to run broadside to the waves. There 
will be little rolling motion, as an outboard has high stability. 

You can proceed downwind comfortably and safely if your 
boat is out running waves. If your speed is too slow, your boat 
may "roller coaster" down me "lee" side of the waves (the side 
away from the wind,) slow down quickly, and "broach" or swerve 
broadside. If there's a possibility of waves coming over the tran- 
som, keep passengers weight amidship rather than far aft, so that 
the stern will stay high. 

If you expect to be encountering rough water from time to 
time during your outboarding, go out with a local boater who 
knows the ropes and can help you feel out your craft No two seas 
•re alike, and no general rules can cover all the exigencies you may 
face on open water*.

Corn Support 
Sot At $1.26 
Per Bushel 

The price-support loan rate 
on 1964-crop corn in Virginia 
is $1.26 per bushel, the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture has just 
announced. 

The rate is three cents higher 
than that in 1963 to reflect the 
difference between the national 
average loan rate of $1.07 per 
bushel in 1963 and this year's 
$1.10 per bushel. 

The 1964 yiatioojal «\a|fe is 
based on a national average to- 
tal price of $1.25 per bushel, 
which consists of the loan rate of 
$110 per bushel plus a IS cents 
per bushel price support pay- 
ment. 

The total price support in Vir- 
ginia on the 1964 corn crop is 
$1.41 a bushel consisting, of, the 
loan rate of $1.26 plus 15 cents 
per bushel already being paid to 
corn growers cooperating under 
the feed grain program. 

The price support loan rate 
will be for 1964-com crop grad- 
ing No. 3, or No. 4 on the fac- 
tor of test weight only but other- 
wise grading No. 3 except for 
moisture. 

Premiums and discounts for 
other grades and qualities are 
unchanged from those in effect 
in 1963. 

The price-support loan pro- 
gram for corn will be carried out 
through farm and warehouse- 
stored loans, purchases and price 
support payments. Loans will be 
based on eligible actual produc- 
tion, white the price support 
payments of 15 cents per bushel 
were determined on normal pro- 
duction of the harvested acres. 
Application for price support 
loans and purchases may be 
made through May 31, 1965, 
and loans will be available 
through June 30, 1965. 



HUNTERS CAUTIONED 
ON GUN HANDLING 

With the grand parade of hunting seasons just beginning, the 
Virginia Game Commission cautions hunters to remember the rules 
of safe gun handling. During the 1963-64 fiscal year 37 hunters 
were injured and 7 killed while handling guns in the field. Twenty- 
seven of these accidents involved hunters 19-years-old or younger. 

Although only one accident was attributed to dove hunting, 
squirrel hunting claimed 6 victims and 9 accidents befell early 
season hunters after non-game species. As usual, nearly three- 
fourths of the accidents involved shotguns. 

Clumsy gun handling is still the leading cause of accidents, 
both to the gun handlers themselves and to others. Those hunters 
who haven't had a gun in their hands since last season should be 
extra careful until they again get the feel of their weapons.

Virginia Beach City School 
Board is making plan to ad- 
minister the General Education- 
al Development Test to interest- 
ed persons in mis area on Oc- 
tober 14, 1964. The State De- 
partment of Education supplies 
these tests for each local school 
board. The persons who pass 
the test successfully are given a 
certificate. The certificate U in 
lieu of the high school diploma. 
Some colleges and industry ac- 
cept mis certificate in place of 
the High School Diploma. 

In order to take the exam- 
ination the applicant must sat- 
isfy certain requirements. The 
minimum requirements are: 

1) The applicant must be 20 
years of age. Under no condi- 
tions may the applicant be per- 
mitted to take the test prior to 
the time that he would have 
graduated had he remained in 
school. 

2) The applicant shall have 
earned at least 8 units of high 
school credit, (grades 9 thru 12, 
exclusive of Physical Educa- 
tion.) Applicants who have ob- 
tained their 26th birthday may 
not be required to present the 
above unhs. 

3) The applicant shall have 
resided in Virginia one year 
prior to applying for the bat- 
tery of tests and must reside in 
the school division through 
which he makes application. 

4) The applicant must attain 
a passing score on the complete 
battery of tests provided by the 
State Department of Education- 
Persons who desire to take 

this test should make applica- 
tion to F. E. Taylor, High School 
Supervisor, Virginia Beach City 
Schools, Princess Anne Station. 
The deadline for submission of 
applications is September 25, 
1964. The tests will be admin- 
istered at the School Adminis- 
tration Building at Princess Anne 
Station, 9:30 a.m. to 5 p.m.

BAYSIDE — The Chesa- 
peake Bay Bridge-Tunnel's In- 
formation Center had a busy 
August with 10,666 visitors 
dropping by to inquire about 
the area. 

Most of the inquiries were 
concerned with the Bridge-Tun- 
nel, Hampton towns and the 
Peninsula, beaches in the area, 
tours and sights in Norfolk, 
Seashore State Park's camping 
facilities and general information 
on Williamsburg, Jamestown 
and Yorktown. 

The center is operated 
through Cities of Chesapeake, 
Newport News, Hampton, Nor- 
folk, Portsmouth, Virginia 
Beach and Williamsburg. 

All but four of the states- 
Nebraska, New Mexico, and 
North and South Dakota— were 
represented during the month, 
along with 20 foreign countries. 
The largest number of visitors 
came from New York with 515, 
followed by New Jersey, 466; 
Pennsylvania, 464; Maryland, 
314, Virginia, 246; Florida, 
176; Delaware, 136; Connecti- 
cut, 126; Massachusetts, 109; 
and North Carolina, 92. 

There were 93 visitors from 
Canada, seven from Germany, 
four each from England and 
France, three from Nova Sco- 
tia and one each from Argen- 
tina, Australia, Austria, Canal 
Zone, Colombia, S.A., Formo- 
sa, Hungary, Iceland, Jamaica, 
Lithuania, Philhpines, Puerto 
Rico, Vienna, Viet Nam and 
Wales. 

These tacts and figures were 
released by the center's monthly 
inquiry report dated July 31 
through August 31.

Miss Ringeling is visiting Vir- 
ginia Beach as one of 102 young 
people from 49 countries taking 
part in the International Farm 
Youth Exchange. While she is 
here, an American IFYE student 
is living with her family in 
Germany. i • 

"The purpose of the IFYE 
program is for peace and bet- 
ter understanding in the workt 
If you know the people and the 
customs of others, you can bet- 
ter understand," 

Two of the six families she" 
will live with while in the United 
States are right here in Virginia 
Beach. 

From mid August until Sep- 
tember I, she stayed with the 
Paul Creekmore family of Bay- 
side. As the Creekmore's own a 
hone riding school and Miss 
Rmgeling's favorite sport Is 
riding, she really had a big time 
there. 

Now living with Mr. and Mrt 
C. H. Bungard, she is visiting 
many of the local farms and at- 
tending the 4-H activities. Ife 
Bungards have taken her: jp 
many nearbv points of interest, 
including Williamsbttrg. A spe- 
cial treat was a fishing trip. 

From here she will travel m 
Madison County to live wlh 
another family. After a total of 
six months, it will be back to 
Germany, 

On returning home, she wBl 
give reports to farm organiza- 
tions, suggesting what she feels 
might be improved by using 
American methods. 

"I wish I could come back, 
not to live here forever — after 
all home is home — but to re- 
visit all the families who have 
made a home for me."

Well, Webster says, "stru- 
del is a sheet of paper-thin 
dough rolled up with any of 
various fillings and baked." But 
for some reason, that definition 
just doesn't do justice to this 
scrumptious Apple Strudel. 

The flaky thin dough is 
made extra elegant when you 
use the margarine with the sweet 
natural flavor. This margarine 
has built in spreadability, that's 
so important in making the rich 
pastry. 

The filling is an all-American 
favorite! Apples, raisins, sugar 
and cinnamon combined with 
chopped pecans for a filling that 
will truly "melt in your mouth." 
After the dough has been rolled 
out, the filling is spread down 
the middle, lengthwise on the 
dough. Fold the ends of the 
dough up over the filling and 
fold the two sides over the fill- 
ing overlapping in the center. 
Seal the overlapping edges with 
egg white and brush the top of 
the strudel with eggwhite. Bake 
in a hot oven (400T.) for about 
30 minutes or until golden 
brown.

4 cups sliced apples

2 tablespoons sugar 
Vz teaspoon cinnamon 

Sift together flour and x h cup 
sugar. Cut margarine into flour 
until the mixture is the consis- 
tency of corn meal and small 
peas. Beat egg yolks and blend 
with milk. Stir liquid into flour 
mixture and blend well. Place 
dough on waxed paper. Press 
gently with the paper into a 
ball. Chill dough at least 1 hour. 

Combine all ingredients for 
filling. Roll the chilled dough 
on a well floured board into 
an oblong 12 by 20 inches. 
Work quickly, as dough is 
easier to handle at refrigerator 
temperature. 

Place the filling down the 
middle, lengthwise, on the 
d6ugh* Fold the ends of the 
dough up over the filling; fold 
the two sides over the filling to 
overlap in the center. Seal the 
overlapping edges with egg 
white. Transfer the strudel to 
a baking sheet. Brush the top of 



the strudel with egg white. Bake 
in a hot oven (400° F) for 
about 30 minutes or until gol- 
den brown. Sprinkle with sugar 
and serve warm. 

Every section of the United

Amor* t*% .most widely 
popular of these desserts is the 
deluxe applesauce Cake served 
at the Williamslturj Lodge in the 
restored Colonial capitol of 
Williamsburg,y/Virginia. Rich 
with those colonial favorites, 
dates and raisins, the spicy cake 
bakted lin layers arid put to-"" 
gether with seafoam icing loved 
in the South. 

Good cooks everywhere will 
enjoy trying this old recipe when 
winter varieties of Virginia ap- 
ples come to local markets. You 
may make this cake, as the old 
time cooks did, with applesauce 
stewed down thjck on top of 
their trustv iron ranges. Or you 
may substitute if you choose, a 
cup of canned applesauce, % 
convenience unknown to our 
great grandmothers. The cake 
may also be baked in a loaf. '•

Sauce Cake With Seafoam Icing 

Vz cup soft butter 

1 cup granulated sugar 
3 egg yolks 

2 cups sifted cake flour 
Vz teaspoon salt 

\Vz teaspoons baking powder 
Vz teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
Vz teaspoon cloves 
1 cup thick unsweetened apple- 
sauce 
1 cup seedless raisins

Cream together butter and 
sugar, add egg yolks, , one at a 
time, beating well between each 
addition.

Dry weather tad teed short- 
ages have subjected beef cattle 
herds an Virginia to rather rigid 
culling in die past two years. 

When prices are off consid- 
erably, many farmers loie in- 
terest in keeping replacement 
heifers, however, this is the 
time that heifers should be kept 
to start new herds and to make 
old herds younger. 

Heifers kept thfs year and 
next year will be coming into 
production as the price cycle 
swings upward and will see moat 
of their productive life through 
the next cattle cycle. This fall 
and next will be the ideal time 
to buy heifer calves to build new 
herds and also a good time to 
save back good heifers in estab- 
lished hards. 

Bant cows have the ability to 
eat coarse rough feed and to 
look out for themselves except 
right at that period when they 
are calving. For these reasons, 
they fit the part-time farmer 
well. With more and more part- 
time farming in effect, it ap- 
pears that Deaf cow hards will 
be more in demand to graze 
land while the owner is working 
in his business in town or in the 
factory. 

The heifers to buy are those 
that weigh between 500 and 550 
pounds. They will be good grow- 
ing and good doing cattle or 
they wouldn't weigh that much 
Buy choice heifers because mat's 
the kind you want to produce, 
aid you must save die same 
kind of seed stock. 

Heifers weighing 500 pounds 
rob fall can be wintered so they 
can be bred next spring and 
calved as two-year-old* the first 
time. While (hey will not have 
as much size die first couple of 
years as heifers that are calved 
as three-year-olds, they will pro- 
duce more calves during their 
life time and be totally more 
productive. 

Heifer calves bred to calve 
as two-year-olds should be win- 
tered on the very finest quality 
of feed. Good quality legume 
hay or good quality grass nay is 
a must, or good quality silage 
may be used. Yearling cattle 
and *©ws pan -handle rough, 
coarse feed, but you don't do a 
good job of wintering calves on 



poor quality feed unless you sup- 
plement it with considerable 
grain. 

Hay for calves should test 
about 50 to 53 per cent Total 
Digestible 'Nutrients (TDN), 
and should have at least 7 per 
cent digestible protein or better 
unless you intend to supplement 
it with protein supplement. Gen- 
erally speaking, calves need two 
to three pounds of grain when 
on hay rations. 

If one intends to use corn 
silage for wintering calves, he 
should cut it at the proper time, 
and this is in the hard dough 
stage. Silage should analyze 
around 21 per ceat TON and 
this is almost impossible to get 
if it is cut green. Silage must be 
up around 32 per cent dry mat- 
ter to be of calf quality. 

The silage cutter should be 
set to cut at about three-eighths 
of an inch length, and the knives 
should be kept shaft) to cut 
silage uniformly fine so it will 
pack correctly and exclude air 
quickly when put in the silo. 

Most of the variation found 
from year to year in groups of 
calves wintered on silage is due 
directly to roe quality of silage 
made. 

After silage has been made, 
come by my office and get the 
necessary equipment and in> 
structions to send in a sample to 
have it analyzed. This will tell 
you if you have feed of calf 
quality and how much grain is 
needed to winter them. 
Fall Cattle Sales

Plans have been completed 
for the largest series of fall feed- 
er cattle sales ever held in Vir- 
ginia. 

A large majority of the year- 
ling sates have been scheduled 
during the month of September 
to move the yearlings before the 
heavy runs of calves begin. Of 
the 20 sales planned, 12 win be 
held during the month of Sep- 
tember, 5 in October, and 2 
sales are scheduled for the first 
week of November, 

There has been considerable 
activity by country buyers in re- 
cent weeks with moat of the in- 
terest in yearling cattle. Preaeat 
esimates indicate between 17,- 
000 and 18,000 yearlings will be 
sold through the special graded 
yearling sales.

Distribution of steers will take 
day, September 19. at the M. R. 
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The Virginia feeder calf sales 
will open the 1964 series at 
Orange on September 22. There 
will be 35 calf sales held through- 
out Virginia between September 
22 and November 5. Cattle pro- 
ducers from 70 counties in Vir- 
ginia have consigned over 40,000 
calves to the 35 sales. 

There will be more heifers in 
the 1964 series of calf sales be- 
cause of a new health program 
worked out by the Virginia State 
Veterinarian's office. The new 
program permits a producer to 
consign heifer calves to a special 
feeder calf sale without testing 
the entire herd for TB and 
Brucellosis, provided five per 
cent of a particular herd has 
been tested and identified back 
to the owner under the Market 
Cattle Testing Program. This 
has become possible since Vir- 
ginia is a modified, certified 
free state for Brucellosis and ac- 
credited for TB. 

Weather conditions have been 
less than desirable over much 
of Virginia for the second year 
in a row. There has been a dif- 
ference in the weather conditions 
over the past two summers even 
if they do add up to about the 
same results. 

In 1963, there was very little 
rainfall throughout the growing 
season. In 1964, a relatively 
large area of the state has been 
plagued with long dry spells. 
However, this past summer — 
just about the time pastures 
reached zero productivity — most 
areas have received some rain. 
Feed crop production has been 
hart and will be well belpw nor- 
mal over most of western and 
northern Virginia. 

Cattle in general have suf- 
fered less in 1964 than they did 
in 1963, but I expect them to 
average below normal in both 
weight and fleshing conditions. 
Hay Oislsook 

It looks as if hay W»U be high 
priced again this year, and it 
might be a good idea for farmers 
to put up as much as they can. 

A recent publication by the 
Stale Department pf Agriculture 
lists alfalfa hay as selling for $42 
per ton — about $2 less than last 
year, Timothy-clover hay is 
going at $37.50 per ton as 
against $40 last year. 

If haying machinery is al- 
ready on the farm, operating 
costs are ail that can be charged 
to the hay crop. Total operating 
costs will average about $140 
to $4.00 per acre. t his d «« 
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not include fixed coats such as 
depreciation, tax, interest, ate. 
When the cost of twine is added 
in, the total ou(*of-pocket cost 
of haying as acre would be 
about $4.50' lp |y 

It loots as though farmers 
might make about $20 to $30 
for the two to three hours it 
takes to put up an acre of hay — 
at going prices. 
Alfalfa Sending Tfce Is Here 

Alfalfa has been called the 
queen of forage crops. It is the 
most productive and drought- 
tolerant perennial forage crop 
Virginia farmers grow. Har- 
vested primarily for hay, it is 
also used for silage and grazing. 

Alfalfa is an exacting forage 
crop and requires lime, good 
soil drainage, and high fertility 
to produce. Here are some sug- 
gestions for a better stand: 

Choose a deep, well drained 
soil, test the soil for lime needs, 
use the right analysis and rate 
of fertilizer when seeding, pre- 
pare a good seedbed, seed an 
adapted variety, inoculate alfalfa 
seen, seed at recommended 
times, and use a good seeding 
method.

LITTLE CREEK — The 
traffic tie-up at the Little Creek 
overpass will be somewhat re- 
lieved this week.

VIRGINIA BEACH— Emer- 
gency pumping and draining op- 
erations have relieved to "some 
extent" the flooding situation at 
North Virginia Beach, Public 
Works Director Richard Web- 
bon said Wednesday. 

Public Works crews have 
been working 18 hours a day 
since the first of September to 
set up emergency measures to 
help control flooding caused by 
this month's record - breaking 
rainfall. 

"Our annual rainfall is 40 
inches," Webbon said, "and the 
first 15 days of September we 
had 19 and a half inches, almost 
half the annual amount. The 
situation is abnormal, to say the 
least, but we're doing our best 
to keep the water under control." 

Work now being done at the 
north end of the beach, installa- 
tion of a few storm drains and 
the digging of drainage ditches, 
is more or less an emergency 
measure to relieve the situation 
as soon as possible.

weeks ago fifteen families in a 
small community near Doziers 
Bridge faced financial ruin after 
flood waters from Hurricane 
Geo drove them frtmi their 
homes and left them very few 
material possessions. 

Today these families, totaling 
50 persons ranging in age from 
a 5-week-old infant to a 75- 
year-old grandparent have a new 
lease on life. Their clothes, lin- 
ens, foods and furniture have 
been replaced and their homes 
are in the process of being re- 
stored to pre-Geo condition. 

The opportunity to again set 
up housekeeping came through 
the local Red Cross unit which 
came to the aid of the stricken 




To date the Red Cross has 
picked up $3,600 in bills to put 
these families back on their feet 
and by the time the flooring ami 
rugs in the homes have been re- 
stored or replaced the total will 
probably hit near the $6,000 
mark. 

This amount could have been 
much higher but the families 
sought only their needs, not the 
luxuries, and were dedicated 
"bargain hunters" in resupply- 
ing their homes. 

The night of Cleo's torrential 
rains, the Civil Defense contact- 
ed Red Cross officials of the 
plight of the families and within 
the hour emergency housing was 
set up at SealxMird Elementary 
School. This was to be their 
home for the next four days. 

Two of the families had 10 
children each. The school clothes 
had been purchased a few days 
before the storm. All of these 
were lost. Five families lost ev- 
erything they owned except the 
pictures on the walls that were 
above the water line. 

Just last year one of these 
five devastated families had lost 
everything in a fire. In Geo';- 
fury they saved only a rcfrUrer 



11 pigs, they asked for but one 
from the Red Cross. It had long 
been a tradition in this family 
to serve a "home grown" pig 
dining the holidays and local 
Red Cross officials felt that re- 
placing this item was a "morale 
booster," It was. And keeping 
up the morale of the 50 stricken 
|>eople during those first few 
days was as important as having 
• roof over their heads and food 
to eat. 

With average annual incomes 
of $3,000 to $4,000, it would 
have been im]x>ssible for these 
families to pick up where Geo 
had forced them to leave off. 
They probably would have been 
welfare cases, a possibility that 
appalled them, had it not been 
for the Red Cross.

Francis . Glastie became Virginia 
Beach's 10th traffic fatality of 
the year when he was killed in 
a single car accident Sunday. 

The 23-year-old Navy man, 
who was a radar technician sec- 
ond class undergoing training at 
the Fleet Guided Missile School 
at Dam Neck, was alone in his 
car when it left die road on a 
curve just north of Nimmo's 
Church on Route 615 Oceana 
Boulevard. 

Police said the 1964 con- 
vertible turned over six or seven 
times before coming to rest in 
a field, and although Glastie was 
strapped in with a seat belt, he 
was dead when they arrived. 

The accident happened 
around 3:30 a.m. Sunday. 

In another accident which oc- 
curred early Sunday morning, 
a Virginia Beach girl was in- 
jured when the car in which she 
was a passenger left the road 
in Western Branch borough on 
Pughsvelle Road near Church- 
land. She is Rayna Deafen- 
baugh, 19, of the 200 block of 
Falcon Ave. 

The driver, Fenton Drewry 
Vaughan Jr., a Frederick Col- 
lege student, was killed and two 
other passengers were also in- 
jured.

cident last year, there was hu- 
man failure on the part of one 
or more people involved. 

"With the combined efforts 
and all the work that's being 
done by local (city) government, 
county, state, and federal gov- 
ernment, it's impossible that 
these combined efforts could 
eliminate the tremendous traffic 
toll in fatalities that's occuring 
throughout the country. This is 
because there's another element 
involve dthat must take its part. 

"This is the human element — 
the drivers, pedestrians, and 
those on bicycles. These are the 
responsible ones from all records 
compiled. Human failure is be- 
hind the majority of all acci- 
dents. 

"Until such time as these 
people use normal attentiveness 
in driving and walking, the traf- 
fic toll won't show any decrease. 

"There's one item that the 
public must realize. No regula- 
tion — be it enforcement, high- 
way marking, traffic lights, etc. 
— offers any more protection 
than the respect individuals 
have for it. 

"These things are all put there 
to help guide. A double line 
can't hold its hand up and stop 
a car from crossing. A green 
light gives no more protection 
to the right of way than the dri- 
ver on the side street lias respect 
for the red light on his side. The 
accident can be just as bad no 
matter what the color of the 
light.

A spokesman in Downing's 
Washington office said Tuesday 
afternoon that the Budget Bu- 
reau hud "fought the bill all the 
way": because of its conflictbn 
with the bureau's policy. 

This was the second big boost 
for Virginia Beach within the 
past two months. The first of 
September President Johnson 
signed a $4.4-billion public works 
bill that included $200,000 to 
start planning and construction 
on the long-awaited Lynnhaven 
Bay and Inlet dredging project. 

This project also had received 
a low blow in January when the 
president deleted the item from the next session.

TRY THIS TIP WHEN 
CUTTING ROSES 

The color and fragrance of 
roses from your garden belong 
inside your home, too. If the 
thought of scratching your arms 
and hands on the thorny bushes 
has deterred you from enjoying 
the blooms indoors, avoid scrat- 
ches by holding several thick- 
nesses of double layer paper 
towels around the stem as you 
snip the flowers. 

Stems can be cut as long or 
short as you like if you make 
certain to include one five-leaf 
cluster on the stem. To insure 
another bloom on the same stalk, 
cut on an angle with a sharp 
garden scissors just above an- 
other cluster of five leaves. 

To keep roses fresh until they 
are arranged in vases, wrap 
dampened paper towels around 
the stem bottoms.

The premium u an end of the season check-up to assure a 
smooth running motor. Spark plugs are a vital part of the "go" 
system, easy to check, and if fouled, inexpensive to replace. Most 
boat owners can recognise a bad plug, but your local marine dealer 
can check plugs quickly. 

A bent or nickel propeller also can be harmful to the general 
operation and speed of vour boat. Check the prop for nicks, and if 
necessary replace. The prop should have the proper pitch and your 
local marine dealer can check this for you. If you have to buy a 
new prop, don^t throw the old one away. Keep it for an emergency. 
Check all of vout grease fittings to be sure that your motor is 
property lubricated. Check every nut and screw to be sure that they 
are tight.

Program Chairman, George 
Freeman, introduced guest speak- 
er Detective Fred Henley, of the 
Norfolk Police Department (ho- 
mocide) and his associate, De- 
tective Larry Sutton. These two 
men are in charge of the nar- 
cotics and drugs control division. 
Henley told how the many 
people that sell and use illegal 
drugs in this area operate. In 
order for these people to acquire 
the amount of dope which they 
need it is necessary for them to 
steal large quant ites of mer- 
chandise and convert it into cash. 
Each user needs from $50.00 
to $300.00 per day. These ad- 
dicts cost merchants in the Tide- 
water area thousands of dollars. 
They take a large number of 
portable TV's, hundreds of 
records, men's suit! {ladies 
dresses and coats; a large quan- 
tity of small radios — even type- 
writers! It has become necessary 
for several of the larger stores 
to employ off duty policemen to 
watch for these thieves. 

Henley said that most of the 
local addicts are known by him 
and Ms men and are often ap- 

K mended, sentenced to knpris- 
ment but then released after 
serving their fane, ttiey return to 
their old ways. He said that 
while narcotics usen are a prob- 




in this area they are ■ much 
greater problem in the larger 
cities. 

He also said that the price of 
narcotics is much higher here 
than in New York — the 
of supply for this area. He 
that an ounce of heroin which 
sells for leu than $200 in New 
York is cut with other drugs and 
sells for about $3,000.00 !o* 
catty. 

Very often, Henley said, these 
addicts with the help of a smart 
lawyer — are successful in con- 
vincing a jury that they are poor, 
sick people, and they are not 
convicted. 

Henley told of the various 
kinds of drugs ajtid narcotics 
which are used by the addicts 
and had display cases with many 
varieties of these products. 

He said that the drug addict 
is about the bravest of people 
because he will use the stuff 
without knowing the strength. 
Very often this proves fatal to 
the user. The person that has 
been addicted for a long time 
builds up a tolerance and can 
stand a dose that will kill 
someone that has lately become 
addicted.

The group was welcomed by 
Capt. W. E. Benbow, command- 
ing officer of Dam Neck, and 
introductory remarks were made 
by Rear Adm. E. B. Taylor, 
commandant of the Fifth Naval 
District. 

After* the brief dedicafjbn 
ceremonies, the crowd was giv- 
en a tour of selected sections 
of the building.

Claims Two 

CREEDS — Two infant girls 
burned to death Friday shortly 
before noon when their 50-year 
old unpaintcd home burst into 
flames from what firemen be- 
lieve was caused by a defective 
coal furnace pipe.

Is there any general public Interest In 
the fact that a certain enterprise or organi- 
zation needs more working space?

Although more than 4»9QQ»QQQ gallons JjomaJiy flow past 
Richmond a day, it has been auggested that a proposed dam, the 
i . uthright Dam on die Jackson River above Gmngton, would 
increase the normal flow of the James past Rkhmond by an esti- 
mated J5 per cent. 

The army Corps of Engineers has suggested a series of regu- 
lation dams on the James and its tributaries. 

The army engineers predict that the reservoir development of 
the James River basin could : 

* Halt, or at least moderate, flooding along the James. 

* Provide a possible means for generating additional hydro- 
electric energy. 

* Increase die low-water flow of the river for water supply 
and for dilution of domestic and industrial wastes. 

* Reduce the rate of sUt deposition in navigable channels in 
the tidal reaches. 

* Develop recreational areas 

The army engineers selected 14 projects out of a total of 50 
dam sites originally considered. Of these 14, the Gathright Darn 
and a dam on die Appanjattox River, above Petersbunf, are the 
only two which have had serious reco mm e n da t ions U>t construction. 

Industrial planners believe that the James w.ould have more 
water traffic and might become a greater inland seaport if th • 
river weflr dee^en^d. 

Army engineers have suggested that the river be deepened to 
35 feet. (There if a 25-fooi deep channel to Richmond. ) Others 
believe 40 feet would be better. 

But a long controversy has developed over whether the in- 
creased salinity of the water and dredging of a deeper channel 
would damage the importaiu oyster bed* in the lower Raines. 

The Virginia Fi$nerjej Commission is making a $300,000 study 
to determine the possible effects that deepening the James might 
have on the oyster beds. 

Before the end of 1966, the commission will file a report based 
on the study for consideration by the General Assembly. 

Deepening of the James would make it possible to accommodate 
large ocean vessels. 

Floof control, increased water supply, and greater navigation 
possibilities and recreation facilities are developmental potentials 
long recognized by industrialists and navigators. But increased 
water demands*are forcing action. '.

VIRGINIA BEACH — Eaat 
coast fishermen and Ocean Hi- 
way travelers are making pil 
grimages to the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnels new deepwater 
fishing pier, which opened to 
the public Aug. 28. 

The pier, 160 feet long and 
20 feet wide, is situated on the 
southernmost of the foiif man- 
made islands, four miles from 
the Virginia Beach shpre. 

Fishermen pay a one-way toll 
on the Bridge-Tunnel and a $1 
fee for use of the pier. Tne pie: 
is open 24 hours a day. free 
parking is available for 2S0 
cars for 18-hour periods. 

A franchised operator has 
charge of the pier and the at- 
tached bait ana tackle shop and 
snack bar where non-fishing 
motorists may stop for sightsee- 
ing and refreshment. 

House trailers and trucks are 
not accepted in the fishing pier 
area because of the difficulty in 
turning them on and off the 
island. 

Initial catches from the 
Bridge-Tunnel pier have in- 
cluded flounder, spot, croakers 
and blues, plus the usual smat- 
tering of sandsharks, skates and 
black wills. Striped bass (rock- 
fish) are expected in large quan- 
tity later in the season. 

In addition to the pier facil- 
ities now available to anglers 
and sightseers, the Bridge-Tun- 
nel offers Ocean Hiway travel- 
ers a pleasant scenic drive over 
and under the 17-mile span 
across Chesapeake Bay.

Opponents of the bill were 
convinced that labor camps and 
aari- poverty training centers 
would provide an ideal haven 
for those individuals who wanted 
Id disrupt American society 
nrher than raise living standards 
fcw poor people. 

Confirmation of these well- 
justified fears was available al- 
most before the ink was dry on 
the law signed by President 
Johnson It came in the form 
of a charge by Deputy Mayor 
Scrcvane of New York City that 
Mobilization for Youth, the or- 
iginal model for an anti-poverty 
action program, was under com- 
munist influence. The "New 
York Diilv News" asserted that 
printed materials used bv rioters 
in Harlem and Brooklyn had 
been mimeographed on machines 
belonging to Mobilization for 
Youth. Later, it was learned that 
the FBI had uncovered the fact 
that nine members of the Mobil- 
isation for Youth organization 
had been members of the Com- 
munist Party or communis 
front members in the past 

This information was all the 
more revealing in view of the 
fact that New York newspapers 
disclosed that Mobilization for 
Youth officials had supported a 
rent strfte in New York and al- 
io participate in various

The issue is whether the ad- 
ministration is going to extend 
its tolerance of leftwingers to the 
point where they may operate 
with federal funds. It should be 
borne is mind that there has 
been a definite trend in this 
dirtcton during the last 3 ft 
years. Advocates of leftwing 
causes have had the gentlest of 
handling from the Internal Rev- 
enue Service.
